The Business of the F ire Commis­ 
sioners—The Coal Supply.

The veatibuled train which the Santa 
Fe proposes to run from this city to Chi­ 
cago will not be put on the road for 
about two or three m onths, as the cars 
are to be made to order. The Santa Fe 
will be able to run passengers through 
to New York by this special service with 
only one change of cars—that at Chicago 
whereas paseengers by the Southern 
Pacific’s “ Golden Gate special” from 
8an Franciseo will have to change twice 
—at Council Bluffs and at Chicago, un­ 
less an arrangement is made by the 
Union Pacific to run over the tracks of 
either the Chicago and Northwestern or 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul from Council 
Bluffs to Chicago. 
Mr. Dan True, the 
representative here of the Pennsylvania 
system, says that the charge made for 
veatibuled service by his company from 
Chicago to New York is three dollars, so 
those who like luxurious travel will be 
able to make to make the trip from Los 
Angeles across the continent for only 
about $23 above the regular firBt-class 
fare. 


STOOD UP. 


Au Hid .11 an Hob b o d Near th e lia s 
W orks. 
Last night about half-past U o’clock 
the residents of the neighborhood in the 
vicinity of the gas works on Aliso street 
were startled by hearing a man cry for 
help in a loud voice, and immediately 
after the voice of another m an crying 
“ Stop thief."

What the Trainmen Think 
of the Matter. 


A CONVENTION SUMMONED. 


V ice-P resident C. W. S m ith In te r­ 
view ed R e g a rd in g th e Re­ 
d uction. 


The 10 per cent reduction of pay 
the Santa Fe road is the chief topic of 
conversation among railroad men in thin 
city, and the employees of that company 
are quite willing to express their opin­ 
ions on the m atter. Dui ing a chat with a 
California Southern trainsman yesterday 
a H e r a l d scribe rem arked that the mem 
bers of the operating departm ent were 
doubtless glad that the power of thei; 
organizations exempted them from any 
cut. 
“ Do you know,” was the reply,“ that the 
Santa Fe is trying to make a similar re­ 
duction with its trainm en, to the one it. 
has made in the clerical establishments ?” 
“ Well, th at is so. 
Nothing has been 
done openly as yet, but sufficient hints 
have been thrown out to show which 
way the wind is blowing. Trainmaker 
Beale, of the Needles, sounded one of the 
engineers the other day and asked him 
if he thought the boys would stand a 
temporary cut. 
He was told that they 
would w ithout a doubt 
object 
very 
strongly, so the tnatter dropped for the 
tim e 
being. 
From 
other 
hints 
given out, it became evident that a pro­ 
position to reduce the pay of engineers, 
firemen and switchmen was in hand, so a 
m eeting was called of representatives of 
those organizations for Friday afternoon 
a t San Bernardino. 
Nothing was done, 
however, as it was generally understood 
th at the men would not stand the reduc­ 
tion unless the company would guarantee 
to put the wages at the old basis in lour 
m onths’ tim e, and even then it is by no 
m eans certain that the proposition would 
be accepted. Firem en are hard to handle 
when the question of reducing their 
wages comes up. 
In 1869 General Man­ 
ager Towne, of the Southern Pacific, suc­ 
cessfully carried through a 10 per cent, 
cut anil essayed another in 1877, but the 
last failed dismally, and ever sinco then 
the Southern Pacific has never spoken 
of shaving salaries, and is looked on in 
railroad circles as the bulwark of labor 
this side of the Missouri river. The 
Southern Pacific is a very exacting com­ 
pany to work for, but it is always 
on 
hand 
with 
the 
money 
and 
pays the 
best 
wages of 
any rail­ 
road 
in the States. The Santa Fe 
is probably more popular with its em­ 
ployees, though, for it is very generous 
in its treatm ent of them , and it is possi­ 
ble that if the boys thought they could 
help the company out of a hole by hav­ 
ing their wages shaved for four months 
they would consent. Nothing official has 
been said to us so far on the subject, and 
should it be we will call a convention 
and abide by its decision. 
It is the im ­ 
pression that the Santa Fe can carry the 
<iut into effect among the Kansas train­ 
m en, 
but 
in 
New 
Mexico 
and 
California 
they are liable to have 
trouble 
if 
they 
attem pt 
it. 
I 
understand that the men in the shops 
here had their hours reduced, which of 
course means reduction of pay.” 


W H A T A PE N M A N 8 A ID . 
One of the members of the clerical es­ 
tablishm ent in the Phillips Block was 
next seen, and be said: “ Our principal 
grievance here is that the order telling 
us of the reduction was not issued until 
the 20th of November, but took effect 
from the first of the month. That is the 
reason why the man quit in the auditor’s 
office; he dem anded his regular pay 
for November, and as we understood 
the edict, it said th at tbo¿e who refused 
the cut were at once to resign. 
I see 
th a t you were informed yesterday by 
one of the officials that the majority of 
th e working staff here gets $75 a month. 
H e should have said $65, aud when you 
deduct 10 per cent, from that you can 
Bee how insufficient the salary 
is, 
especially to those of us who are married. 
A lot of the boys are making arrange­ 
m ents to quit, and as you said yesterday 
the company will loee its best men as a 
result of the move.” 


M R . C. W . SM IT H 
IN T E R V IE W E D . 
The H e r a l d m an then hunted up Mr. 
C. W. Smith, First Vice-President of the 
road, who has been passing the last week 
in Los Angeles, and the following con­ 
versation ensued: 
Be porter—Can you tell me whether 
the ten per cent, reduction in the wages 
of the employees of your road is only to 
rem ain in effect four m onths? 
Mr. Smith—I do not know anything 
about it. 
I did not know that the orders 
of the reduction bad been issued here. 
Reporter—They have been given to 
the employees in the Treasurer’s and 
Auditor’s departments in the Phillips 
Block. 
Mr. Smith—Then you had better see 
them about it. 
1 do not know anything 
a t all about the m atter. Good day.

OUR MEAT M ARKET. 


P l e a « a » t frpltotfe a t Nutro. 
An entertainm ent was given in Sutro, 
Nevada, on Thursday, November 22nd, 
under the auspices of Mrs. Theodore Su­ 
tro, wife of the President of the Sutro 
Tunnel Company. 
The children of the public school in 
that town are exceedingly mischievous, 
and Mrs. Sutro said she believed that if 
their minds were always properly em­ 
ployed after school hours that these 
scholars would become just as tractable 
as the children in any private school, 
and th at while she was sojourning in 
th at region she would try m e experi­ 
m ent, aud give the scholars something 
pleasant with which to occupy their 
m inds, as they would have not much time 
to be idle, they could not do much wrong. 
After school they were to play games in 
the open air, and every evening they 
were all invited to the Sutro Mansion, 
the residence of Colonel and Mrs. C. C. 
Thomas, of Los Angeles, and taught to 
sing pretty childish songs (not senti­ 
m ental love songs). Those who eould 
not sing were taught pieces to recite. 
The pupils have found th at the evenings 
E 
assed very pleasantly. Their instructor, 
lies Helen 
Huff, of 
Virginia City, 
had all of them write the words of 
the songs as a writing lesson in school.

“ What have you got to say about the 
facts elicited by the Senate Committee 
with reference to the groat Armour meat 
and cattle monopoly?” was the query 
put by a representative of the H e r a l d 
to one of our leading butchers yesterday. 
“ Well, I have this to say,” was the 
response. 
“ The H e r a l d is dead right 
in its comments this morning. 
The 
Chicago monopoly have raised the price 
of meat to consumers and reduced the 
)rice of cattle to stockmen, thus feather- 
ng their own nest at both ends. They 
have captured all the large cities East, 
have a strong foothold in Sail Francisco, 
aud intend to make a bold break for the 
trade of Los Angeles.” 
“ As they seem to have captured every 
town thoy have gone after,” said the 
H e r a l d man, “ w hat’s to prevent them 
from getting away with Los Angeles?” 
“ There are two very im portant factors 
here. 
One is the fact that their frozen 
meat, when exposed to our dry atraoe 
phere here, soon commences to drip, be­ 
come flabby and unsaleable. The other 
is 
in 
the 
fact that the wholesale 
slaughterers anil the retail butchers have 
a well organized Union which works ad­ 
mirably. The wholesalers go on the 
priuciple of live and let live, and sell 
their meats reasonable to the retailers, 
who in turn deal it out to the consumers 
at a much lower price than the retailers 
in the large cities East can sell it. 
Here 
the wholesalers sell a dressed carcass at 
the rate of six cents a pound. 
Where 
the monopoly is supreme, the Armour 
crowd 
raise the wholesale price to 
10 and 12 cents a pound. 
W hat is the 
cousequer.ee? In Los Angeles you get 
choice steaks for 15, 18 aud 20 cents a 
pound; in New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
etc., the price for prime cuts ranges from 
25 to 80 cents a pound.” ’ 
“ You say the frozen meats of the com­ 
bine will not keep h ere: how do you 
know this to be a fact?” 
“ Well, the Armour crowd have already 
tried to get into this city. 
A year ago 
they opened a stall in the Mott Market, 
and they lost great quantities of meat 
through dripping and deterioration as 
soon as it was exposed to our dry at 
mospkure.” 
“ if they make a set effort, will your 
Union hold together?” 
“ I think it will. They had a man here 
a few days ago who said they were going 
to make a break for this m arket, and 
sounded some of the retail butchers. 
But none of them would listen to him. 
We have one strong point in the fact 
that every retailer lias to keep in his 
stall veal, m utton and pork. The Ar­ 
mour fellows don’t and can’t furnish all 
of these small animal meats, and the 
retailer must have them to do business. 
Consequently, if he takes the monopoly 
fore and hind quarters, the Union will 
shut down e n him , and he can’t help 
himself. The retailers must buy all their 
meats from the wholesalers or they will 
get none.” 
“ How do the Armour crowd go to work 
to capture a tow n?” 
‘Well, they first of all go to the butch­ 
ers and propose to sell them meat at a 
lower price than they can buy it for from 
the local slaughterers. 
If they reiuse, 
then the monopoly starts shops and un­ 
dersells them. 
They must either close 
or come to terms. 
At first they will sell 
fine stall-fed meats for 4 or 
cents a 
pound; then, when they havedriven out 
competition, they raise*the price to 10or 
12 cents, and furnish just such m eat as 
they choose.” 
“ What do you now pay for a carcass?” 
“ A good carcass will rate at 600 
pounds. That will cost us $36. 
In retail­ 
ing this out we gather in about $50, as 
follows: 
Say 50 pounds prim e cuts, 
averaging 18 cents per pound, $9; 100 
pounds corned,at Scents, $8; 100 pounds 
ribs and neck, at 5 cents, $5 ; 100 pounds 
soup bones, at 4 cents, $4; 200 pounds 
ordinary m eat, at 10 cents, $20; and 50 
pounds refuse, waste, etc., say $5. Now 
you will see from these figures that the 
retail butchers aie furnishing meat at 
nothing more than a fair profit. They 
pay $80 for a beef and they get $51 for it 
when cut up and sold. The wholesalers 
pay all the way from $15 to $18 for ca lie 
on the hoof at the ranges, and when the 
cost of transportation, the shrinkage and 
the feediug up here before they slaughter 
them is considered, neither do they 
make more than a fair profit. 
Now, if 
we can keep the butchering business in 
the condition it now is, the consumers 
will he benefited and the business, which 
is a very im portant employing bus ness, 
will continue on a fair basis.” 
“ How many retail dealers are in busi­ 
ness in this city?” 
“ We have eighty-five shops and stalls, 
all doing a good, living business. They 
employ on an average from three to five 
men each. The number of retail shops 
seems large for a city like this, but you 
m ust remember that Californians con­ 
sume more meat per capita than the 
people of any other State in the Union, 
if we except Texas. The fact is we are 
great beef-eaters, and on that score any 
of us would be qualified to a position in 
that celebrated household corps which 
has been the pride of British sovereigns 
from the time of 
William the Con­ 
queror.” 
“ Beg your pardon,” interjected the 
learned pencil-pusher; “ you have fallen 
into a very common error in calling the 
royal household troops of England ‘beef­ 
eaters.’ It is a corruption of the French 
term ‘boufetiors,’ from which comes the 
English word ‘buffet/ and means that 
these guards can btand knocks.” 
“ Well, that’s it. I t’s all the same, for 
thoso fellows can stand an ox, or in 
other words get away with an 
ox, 
when cooked. 
So you see that ‘beef­ 
eaters’ is a very proper name for them. 
“ The explanation is apt, and I accept 
pour apology. 
But do you look seriously 
ior trouble with the Chicago fellows ?” 
“ Of course, I expect we will have a 
fight with the Armour combination, but 
the way things look now, I think we will 
be able to shut them out. 
If we cannot 
do it, not only we butchers will suffer, 
but the people, who, after all is said, are 
the most interested in keeping them out, 
will have to pay from twenty to thirty 
per cent, more for their meats than they 
are now taxed. And all that money, in­ 
stead of circulating here, will go to swell 
the corges'ed coffers of 
the Chicago 
monopoly.” 
“ Are there any slaughter houses in 
this city outside the Union?” 
“ Yes, there are two or three firms on 
the outside, such as the man who had 
the deaiMior. e contract with the city and 
fed hogs upon their carcasses. B ut they 
only supply beef and pork to the Chinese 


and to large contractors, who are work 
ing men upon the roads.” 
“ You say one of these men f*»d hogs 'o 
dead horses, hut what does he feed them 
on now?” 
“ Well, both he and the others take a 
the swill from the hotels and restaurant 
and use it for pork feed.” 
“ How about the beef?” 
“ They buy the poorest kind of cattle 
from anybody that offers them cheap. 
This meat goes to the contractors and 
they serve it up to their men.” 
“ Is there not datmer that they will get 
diseased m eat in this way?” 
“ Well, I should say so. That is one of 
the strongest reasons there is why we 
should have an inspector of meats. 
Although there is no danger that the 
butchers in the Union will deal in tainted 
meats, because the wholesalers are very 
careful 
men 
and 
experienced 
ip 
their 
business; 
yet 
the 
retail 
butchers would 
favor 
the appoint­ 
ment 
of 
an 
inspector 
so 
that 
meats that are not wholesome should be 
condemned, no m atter how or for whose 
consumption they are sold.” 
“ I find you a very intelligent gentle­ 
man to interview, and am glad I ran 
across you.

It will be seen by an 
interview elsewhere that the Armour 
combine has its eyes on our city ; but the 
Butchers’ and Slaughterers’ Union think 
they can keep the monopoly out. 


T h e tide of excursion travel to Lf;s 
Angeles will be at the flood duriDg the 
coming week. Our streets are as crowded 
as those of San Francisco or Chicago, 
and all our hotels are rapidly filling up. 
Main and Spring streets, notw ithstand­ 
ing their present muddy condition, are 
as full of people as either Kearney or 
M arket streets in San Francisco. 


T h e Times thinks that Mr. 
Miles 
strength lies in the support he will get 
from the Citizens’ Reform party and the 
gas and water corporations. 
On the 
other hand, the Tribune thinks through 
the H e r a i.d that M osher’s weakness is 
the support he has from the Times.

street,

cars the new depot in a nearly direct 
line. If the company will cross the 
lower portion of the Briswaiter tract, 
they can reach Alameda street about on 
the charter boundary line. This route 
I>o88esses many advantages, we should 
think, to the railroad, whilst there is no 
doubt, whatever, that it would be by far 
best for the city. The company 
has 
already bought up several tracts be­ 
tween the Briswalter and Alameda street, 
and 
Mr. Griffith offers to give the right 
of way over the Briswalter tract for 
$13,000, a part of which property-holders 
on San Pedro street are willing to con­ 
tribute for the purpose of getting the 
rails and trains off their street. This is 
a very im portant object not only to 
the 
property 
holders 
but 
to the 
city. 
San Pedro 
Btreet is one of 
the great arteries of the city. 
It runs 
through a very valuable portion of it, 
and is only kept back from improvement 
from the fact that the Santa Monica train 
runs through it. Of course no street is 
desirable either for residence or business 
if it is run over by a steam railway. 
On the other hand the agent of the 
company is desirous to 
procure the 
authority of the city to make connection 
with Alameda street by way of Pine 
street, where it has purchased all the 
lots on one side between the two streets.

The Republican

Convention, 
which was led up to by such scenes of 
ruffianism at the primaries, consum­ 
mated its work of nominating a city 
ticket yesterday. 
After a very bitter 
struggle Mr. D. E. Miles was nominated 
for Mayor over Mr. L. E. Mosher, the 
final ballot standing 72 for Miles to 31 
for Mosher. 
The fight for this nom ina­ 
tion is generally understood to be a vic­ 
tory for the Tribune over the Times, a 
sort of Montague and Capulet war being 
waged at this juncture between the two 
Republican morning papers. 
Mr. Mos­ 
her is thought to have been handicapped 
by being a stockholder in our esteemed 
morning contemporary, the I^os Angeles 
diminutive of the London Thunderer. 
He would doubtless have 
stood 
a 
better 
chance 
for 
the 
nomina­ 
tion 
if 
the 
Times 
had 
been 
less demonstrative in 
his 
favor, the 
political preferences of that 
journal, 
which were strongly pronounced yester­ 
day and the day before, not being always 
the infallible and sure-pop passport to 
success—either in the nominating Con­ 
ventions or at the polls. 
Mosher had a 
host of friends, but Miles seems to have 
been more fully equipped in that line 
Neither the successful candidate nor his 
opponent concenter in their persons any 
special aptitude of success. W hile the 
Tribune has triumphed in the nomina­ 
tion, an ordinary political sagacity would 
have dictated leaving both aside, and 
the concentration upon some man, like 
Hon. Henry T. Hazard, who had not 
brought down upon himself the gall of 
either of the Republican organs. 
Mr. Miles personally is a highly re­ 
spectable gentleman. He has no special 
force of character, and is known as 
a moderate and conservative business 
man. 
There is nothing about him 
which would rally the community about 
him ; and, without personal strength of 
an exceptional character, with the en­ 
mities of the defeated faction of his own 
party to contend against, the Democrats 
have an opportunity presented of putting 
up a suie winner for Mayor, if they 
nominate wisely and well.

The dem and for small farms is active, 
especially close to the city, and property 
along some of our finest drives and boule­ 
vards is now being 
subdivided into 
small holdings of five or ten acres. 
Some large tracts on W ashington street 
which in the near future is destined to 
be a grand avenue between Los Angeles 
and Santa Monica, have already been so 
laid out as to supply the ever-increasing 
dem and, and we hope before long to see 
the whole distance along this beautiful 
drive to the sea dotted with self-sustain­ 
ing and independent homes.

It was reported with 
the rem ark fbat the Committee deemed 
it inexpedient, as according to the pres­ 
ent constitution saloon-keepers are inel 
ligible to mem bership in the Order, and 
to get around it, this am endm ent was 
presented to give leave to outsiders to 
sell liquors at such entertainm ents, but 
th at mem bers of the Order, as KnightB, 
shall have no such privilege. The m atter 
was warmly discussed on both sides, but 
adjournm ent was taken before positive 
action was reached, and it will be again 
taken up on Monday.

B e r l i n , November 24.—The Reichstag 
will reassemble Tuesday, when business 
will open with a discussion of the budget 
and loan for the reconstruction of the 
Navy.

peace, replaces the pessimistic forebod­ 
ings current prior to the delivery of the 
speech. The speech is undoubtedly as 
pacific as the forecast given last week, 
but it is m isinterpreted 
if 
endowed 
with 
the 
character 
of 
being 
an 
absolute 
assurance 
of 
peace. 
The 
most significant passage in the paragraph 
referring to foreign relations, was the 
Emperor’s declaration that his aim was 
the assurance of peace and good will to 
the best of our endeavors.” There is 
here nothing beyond the protest that so 
far as it depends upon the Em peror his 
policy will be pacific. 
The concluding 
sentence, referring to the confidence 
shown in H is Majesty during his tour, 
as justifying the hope of being able with 
God’s help to m aintain the peace of 
Europe, has been read as indicating the 
promise th at the Czar, besides the allied 
monarchs, will assist in preserving peace. 
It is officially known that the Em peror 
did not intend to convey an impression 
other than that he and his allies earnestly 
desired to avoid war. 


TONING DOWN PROSPECTS OF PEACE. 
The semi-official Post and the Cologne 
Gazette are trying to tone public feeling 
to a lower pitch. The Post warns Ger­ 
many that the situation does not justify 
the sanguine expectance that peace is 
perm anent; that it is foolish to suppose 
that war depends alone upon the decision 
of the sovereigns; th at the difficulty 
threatened is not with France alone, and 
th at the Em peror's language means sim­ 
ply that he is preparing with resignation 
to face the most serious task th at can be 
placed upon the chief of a great Nation. 
The Cologne Gazette say s: The speech 
is pacific only as far as we and our allies 
are concerned and reserved regarding 
others with whose decisions we have no 
influence. 
The Austrian official journal, Flynden- 
blatt, says: 
The manifesto passes over 
G erm any’s immense m ilitary apparatus 
in silence, and is so well known as to 
render reference to it superfluous. The 
Em peror tells us simple that Germany 
will not have to endure the miseries of 
war unless she cannot help it. 
These reliable comments are already 
assisting to counteract the fantastic re­ 
ports to the effect th at Prince Bismark is 
feeling his way towards a general dis­ 
arming. 
From Vienna papers comes the 
rumor th at the chiefs of the German 
Em pire bo dread the results of war that 
they are ready to make sacrifices to se­ 
cure the Fatherland against aggression. 
These unworthy suggestions appear to 
refer to the surrender of Alsace-Lorraine, 
which is an impossibility while Germany 
rem ains unifled. 


DEVELOPING SINEWS OF WAR. 
In the meantim e, instead of preparing 
for the peace millenium, the Govern­ 
ments are seeking to develop their sin­ 
ews of war. 
Austria-Hungary has ob­ 
tained a m ilitary loan; 
Rnssia and 
France are raising credits, and finally 
the new German naval loan is recognized 
as a necessity of national defence. It 
will be voted by the Reichstag without 
prolonged discussion. It is the universal 
feeliDg th at if Germany seeks her colonial 
expansion to compete with any success 
against the English, a strong fleet is first 
essential. 
The new Russian loan is announced to 
be issued on December 7th. 
In the 
meantim e, German holders of Russian 
securities are assiduously selling, finding 
Paris willing to absorb all kinds of Rus­ 
sian securities. 
The ready buying by 
foreign bourses, combined with the au­ 
thoritative announcem ent th at the con­ 
tract stipulates th at the loan shall be 
used solely for the conversion of 1887 
bonds, has m aintained the price of Rus- 
bian securities and hardened the quota­ 
tion of roubles, which closed at 209.50. 


RUSSIAN SYMPATHIZERS IN ROUMANIA. 
Roum ania, it is announced to-night, 
has an unfavorable anti-German elem ent 
in the Russophile. 
General Mano, Min­ 
ister of War, and M. Lahovary, M inister 
of Commerce, both oppose the King’s 
policy of sym pathy for the Triple Alli­ 
ance. 
General Mano wants a cessation 
in the construction of forts designed to 
oppose 
the Russian 
advance. 
M. 
Lahovary 
has 
repeatedly 
declared 
that 
no Roumanian 
soldier 
would 
ever 
fire 
upon 
a 
Russian. 
M. 
Katargi, President of the Cham ber of 
Deputies, is also a Russian partisan. 
The King assents to a coalition cabinet 
under the stipulation th at General Mano 
and M. Labovary will not interfere with 
the foreign policy, guided by M. Carp, 
Foreign M inister. 
The coalition wUl 
not last. 
M. Carp wants a new dissolu­ 
tion and an appeal to the country.

TH E FIVE CIVILIZED TRIBES. 


People Who IJo Not Have to Pay 
Taxes—A Supreme Court of 
Learning and Character. 


Between the broad end fertile acres of 
Kansas and the broad and only less fer­ 
tile acres of Texas lies a wild and heanti 
ful region, known as the Indian Terri­ 
tory. The imaginary lines which divide 
it from the neighboring States have 
been strengthened by national law into 
strong walls, which, if not actually im­ 
passible, have proven strong barriers. 
Even the inhabitants of the contiguoui 
States have little knowledge of the peo­ 
ple 
or 
the 
land 
beyond 
strong hatred of 
the one, 
born 
of an undue lust for the other. The east­ 
ern part of this Territory is inhabited 
with what are called the “ five civilized 
tribes’'—the Cherokees, Creeks, Semi­ 
nole.-:, Cbocklaws and Chickasaw’s. Each 
of them lives a life absolutely separate 
from the rest, with its own peculiarities, 
its own institutions and its own 
national characteristics 
for each- 
let it not be forgotten—each is 
nation. But certain things are true of 
them all. Common circumstances and 
common needs have wrought upon com- 
mou traits of race and character to pro­ 
duce like results. The Government of 
each nation is Republican,wiih frequently 
recurring elections, legislatures, execu­ 
tives and systems of judiciary. Eacn 
nation supports common schools and high 
schools, provides charitable institutions 
and fosters churches. Whether Choctaw 
or Cherokee, these Indians carry on large 
business interests and live intelligent and 
valuable lives. 
The traveler who leaves St. Louis at 
night wakes to find himself in the prairie 
country, strewn thick with villages of the 
peculiar, unthrifty, huddled appearance 
of Southwestern hamlets. He has 
scarcely breakfasted before on a sudden 
he discovers the prairie roll away before 
him, unvexed 
with hut or herd, 
and mile after mile the railway 
strides on through 
the luxuriant 
acres, past the fertile bottoms. The 
mysterious silence and space explain 
themselves. This is Indian land, and the 
Cherokee people have as yet found no 
better use for this northern country than 
to keep an unoccupied strip between 
themselves and their white neighbors. 
When at last a town appears, it is still a 
Southwestern town, but it is a brick and 
mortar city, with shops and newspapers 
and a busy life of its own. It is a con­ 
siderable ’tax on credulity to dis­ 
cover that this town of Vinita is 
also Indian, and altogether Indian, 
that its business life is full and active 
and reselling out widely ; that its citizens 
have private inlerests in many other 
regions, and affect the public affairs of 
two nations, moving sometimes the des­ 
tinies of an alien and mightier race than 
their own. Its men ami woman have 
their lives in hooks and thought and 
music; brave men marry fair women; 
and children play about the streetH whose 
future holds happiness and prosperity. 
This is the most commercial town of 
this nation, but not its most representa­ 
tive settlement. “Have you seen Tah- 
lequah?” is the instant question asked 
of him who professes a knowledge of the 
Indian Territory, and not without rea­ 
son. Jxjcated in the interior of the 
country, among the mountains, the 
approach by the all-day ride amoung the 
■wooded hills, over the grassy uplands, 
and through the forest glades threaded 
everywhere with rushing creeks, serves 
to heighten the effects. 
* 
* 
* 
Tahlequah first discovers itself afar off, 
across one of the most beautiful of these 
prospects, iu a largo and somewhat im­ 
posing brick building, standing out alone 
upon a swelling height. Unneighbored, 
and vet requiring a considerable popula­ 
tion "to fill it, it seems something of a 
mystery, and when the winding road 
comes face to face with its sim­ 
plicity and its size, it proves no 
less mysterious, although in a different 
way, since it is a public college for 
Indian hoys and young men. Three 
miles further ride, still in the open 
country, though no longer through an 
altogether uncultivated region, brings 
the traveler suddenly into the long main 
street cf a large town. 
Here sits in 
serene and self-centered isolation the 
capital of a Nation, containing in itself 
every element of such a capital except 
those metropolitan products which be­ 
long to crowded centers of the world’s 
life. 
S in the very middle of Tahlequah is the 
capítol, a large brick structure sur­ 
rounded bv an open square filled with 
locust trees. 
The size and relative 
importance of this building mark the 
feeling that this is a nation. Ilere meets 
a Legislature, composed of two Houses, 
retaining traces of the common Indian 
and white influence over their origin, in 
their titles of Council and Senate. 
The Council is presided over by 
a Speaker and the Senate by the Assist­ 
ant Chief. Bills must pass both Houses, 
and require the signature of the Execu­ 
tive. This officer possesses much power, 
and is a man of many titles, siuce he is 
actually President, and is better known 
as Principal Chief, while in common 
conversation he is usually addressed as 
Governor. Under him is an assistant 
chief answering to our Vice-President, a 
Secretary of State, a Treasurer, a Super­ 
intendent of Public Instruction, and sev­ 
eral other officers. All are elected di­ 
rectly by the people, and for terms of 
four years. These hotly-contested elec­ 
tions occur every two yeais, when half 
of the Council are chosen, and in August 
a month of agricultural vacation, thus 
• marking the chief occupation of the peo­ 
ple. All the affairsjgf the nation—very 
literally, nearly ullV f them -are de­ 
bated and settled by this Legisla­ 
ture. 
The establishment and 
sup­ 
port of schools, questions of finance, 
permissions or licenses to railways or 
telegraph lines, the admission of relig­ 
ious teachers to the privileges of the 
nation—all these matters are decided as 
of old in council, but neither the heredi­ 
tary right of Indian custom on the one 
hand nor the Anglo-Saxon condition of 
age on the other, admits to this body. 
Every lad among the Cherokees may 
vote and be voted for. In the Capitol 
are the various offices of the President, 
the Treasurer, the others of btate, ami 
here they spend busy days, for it is no 
trifling matter to administer the affairs of 
little nation of 25.000 houH. If it he 
little it is also rich; $95,000 come every 
year into the hands of itB Treasurer 
in 
good drafts 
of 
the 
United 
Btates, interest on the funds bold 
by us in trust for tnese Indians, 
and as much more from the great cattle 
companies who have leased some of 
their unoccupied northern land, r rom 


this money are paid the salaries of all 
■lie officials and the expenses of the 
t le machinery of governmeut, the public 
works are carried 'on, the school and 
convict systems are maintained. The 
Cherokee^ pay no tuxes, the uati n 
is so rich; 
quite otherwise, f- r 
now and then, when a need arise*, 
or the United States rents fresh lands, 
a money payment is made to each in­ 
habitant. Out of the windows of the 
Capitol may he seen the lees imposing 
but spacious building where the Supreme 
Court sits, with its three Judges, of 
learning and character. 
The par­ 
ticulars of a judicial system ure 
seldom dramatic, but it is interest­ 
ing to learn that the courts are 
modeled on our way and are very success­ 
ful. The laws of this nation fill a large 
book, and the strictness of some of its 
provisions—notably those relating to in­ 
toxication—would make a Puritan en­ 
vious. The code in general would do 
credit to any community,and its laws are 
well enforced by mounted police—a body 
of men so much honored that positions 
in its ranks are greatly coveted; and 
if crime is somewhat too frequent 
this region, it must not be 
forgotten that 
the Nation is bur­ 
dened with a class of most disreputable 
white men, entirely exempt from its 
own law, and difficult to reach by any 
other. If its convict system is not as 
elaborate as that of Crofton or Elmira, 
it seems to be effectual in its results, 
since its convicts may Vie seen making 
its roads under a slight guard, or wholly 
unguarded, doing the j imtoi’e work iu 
the Capitol. A well appointed asylum 
holds the indigent blind and other un­ 
fortunates of various kinds.—[Harper’s 
Magazine.

A n n u a l R e p o rt o f th e C Jom iulsN loiicr.

An examination of the recent report of 
Hon. S. M. Stockslager, Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, shows that 
during the past fiscal jear ending June 
30, 1888, the General I.and Office pat­ 
ented or otherwise passed title and con­ 
veyed 8,005,194.29 acres of the public 
domain. 
The several States and Territories 
within the limits of which these pat 
ented lands fall, ami the number of acres 
to each, are respectively us follows:

Forty-seven thousand one hundred and 
eighty patents were issued during the 
past year for lands classed as agricultural, 
as against 24,558 for the year previous; 
I,034 mineral and 114 coal land patents 
were issued during the year, the latter 
covering coal fields aggregating 15,988.72 
acres; 829,102.45 acres were patented or 
certified under the law’ of the several 
States for railroad purposes during the 
year, and situate as follows : 280 acres in 
Arkansas, 1(>0 in Iowa, 200,908.99 in 
.Minnesota (issued to Northern Pacific K. 
II. Co.) and 537,753 40 in Wisconsin. 
The number of Swamp Land Patents 
issued amounted to 90,515.19 acres, of 
which 05,530.58 acres were in Minnesota, 
11,027.29 acres in Florida, 9,451.71 acres 
in Missouri, 4,278.40 acres in Wisconsin 
and the remainder iu Louisiaua, Ala­ 
bama, Arkansas, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan 
and Oregon. 
The State Selections approved covered 
19,205.42 acres, of which 4,990.22 acres 
were for agricultural colleges, 100 for 
public buildiugs and the balance for 
school indemnity. This shows in a email 
compass the net result iu acres on<y. 
The Commissioner says that considering 
the inadequate fores employed the Gen­ 
eral Land Office has made gratifying 
progress during the past year in dispos 
ing of the enormous accumulations of 
business. 
The cash receipts from the saie and 
disposition of the different classes of the 
public lauds during the year, which 
shows the gross receipts from all sources 
to be $13,547,137.42, exceeding the re­ 
receipts of 1887 by $1,253,901.75, and 
those of 1880 by $4,501,688.83, and like­ 
wise being in excess of the receipts for 
any year since 1836. 
On June 30,1888, tbore were pending 
238,156 final entries, now being held in 
the Land Office until they can be reached 
for examination in the order of their 
receipt and when found correct will be 
issed to patent. 
It íb the Commissioner’s expectation 
under the improved me! hods cf exami­ 
nation now in force, that the office will, 
with the present force, finally dispose of 
75,000 of these caseB during the present 
year; yet there will remain 163,156 
cases, or more than two-thirds of the 
whole number untouched at the end of 
the year ; and if the number of final 
entries this year equals that of last year, 
which was 70,468, at the end of thin 
fiscal year, June 30, 1889, these will still 
remain of final entries at least 233,624 
undisposed of. 
A table is appended giving accurate in­ 
formation of the number of different 
classes of final entries pending on June 
30,1888, and the States and Territories 
in which they are found, from which it 
appears that the single State of Kansas 
has 75,038, Nebraska, 24,337, and the 
Territory of Dakota 37,493. 
It would not be possible for this office 
to do more than dispose of the Kausas 
final entries now awaiting final action in 
one year. 
It will be further observed from this 
a >le that there are 45,375 final home­ 
stead entries awaiting final examination, 
iu which class of entries the homesteader 
is required by law to show a four years’ 
lesidence on his homestead before he 
can submit his case to this office or de­ 
mand a patent for his land; hence the 
delay suffered by this class of entrymen 
is the more grievous. 
At the close of the fiscal year there 
were on hand 350,953 original entries, 
divided as follows:

The Bales, entries and selections of 
public lands under the various acts of 
Congress relating thereto made during 
the past fiscal year embrace 24,160,784.82 
acres, and of Indian lands 325,049.09 
acres, making a total of 24,485,833.91 
acres; being a decrease of 1,372,204 22 
acras as compared with the fiscal year 
1887, and an increase of 2,361,269 99 
aeres over the fiscal year 1886. 
The receipts from the disposals of pub­ 
lic lands are $12,701,072; from snles of 
Indian lands $821,123.77, a total of 
$13.522,185.77, being an increase as com 
pared with the fiscal \ ear 1887 of $1,253,­ 
961.75, and an increase of $4,501.688.83 
as compared with the fiscal year 1886, to 
which is to be added $13,320.65 received 
on account of timber depredations, and 
$11,631 received for certified copies of 
records furnished by the General Land 
Office, making the total receipts for the 
year from all sources $13,547,137 42, ex­ 
ceeding the receipts for any year since 
1836. 
Six hundred and fourteen repayment 
claims for lands erroneously sold, 
amounting *o $56,747.47 were "adjusted 
and approved. 
Eighty accounts for reimbursement 
under the act of March 3, 1887, amount­ 
ing to $30,759.42, were adjusted and al­ 
lowed. 
The amount reported to the First 
Comptroller as accruing to the several 
States entitled by acts of admission into 
the Union to 5 per cent, of the net pro­ 
ceeds of sales of the public lands is 
$326 168.35. 
The quantity of land actually restored 
to the public domain from March 4, 1885, 
to June 30, 1888, and opened to entry 
and settlement, is given .is 83,158,990.51 
acres, and that restored and recom­ 
mended for recovery as amounting lo 
148,179,528.84 acres. The table showing 
all the lands restored during the said 
period was published in full in the Na­ 
tional Domain, 1888. 
Surveys have been accepted during the 
year covering 2,192,342 32 acres. 
The Commissioner treats the subject 
of surveys at considerable length, and 
declares that iu his judgment there is 
great need of an iucrease of appropria­ 
tion for surveys of the public lands. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, and 
June 30, 1888, the amount appropriated 
for this purpose was $50,000 each year, 
while in the sundry civil bill for the 
current year $100,000 is provided for. In 
his estimate s for the next fiscal vear he 
recommends that at least $300,000 may 
be appropriated for surveys. 
The number of acres of railroad selec­ 
tions pending at the close of the fiscal 
y«ar_ ^vvas 25,429,806.11, an increase of 
5,217,572.02 acres. Of this amount 21,­ 
660,846 88 acres were selected by rail­ 
road companies whose roads were not 
completed within the time required by 
their respective grants. 
The Commissioner recommends the 
forfeiture of all lands granted in aid of 
the construction of railroads which are 
coterminous with those portions of the 
several roads which were not completed 
within tne time limited by their respec­ 
tive granting acta or the acts amendatory 
thereof. 
The Claims presented to this olfica 
under the acts cf Congress relating to 
swamp aud overflowed lands during the 
year cover 781,857.59 acres, making the 
total amount, claimed under said acts to 
date 78,189,130.55 acres. 
The Commissioner expresses his inten­ 
tion to have a thorough examination 
made of all the lands claimed under the 
swamp grants by competent agents, as 
soon as practicable, and it is believed 
that much valuable laud now claimed 
by the States, will soon be restored to 
settlement and entry w’ithout putting 
settlers to unnecesary expense and an­ 
noyance in securing homes on these 
lands. 
The Contest work is nearly two years 
behind, and the number and intricacy of 
cases is constantly increasing. During 
the year 22,588 contests were iu the files 
of the office, and 14,408 cases were finally 
disposed of, leaving a balance undis­ 
posed of July 1, 188H, of 8,100, as com­ 
pared with 11,378 pending July 1, 1887. 
This gain of 3,278, however, was almost 
entirely in tho class of unappealed cases, 
which are now not much over six 
months in arrears. 
In regard to frauds and trespasses 
against public lands, it is stated that the 
work of the special agents during the 
last year has been effective both in sup­ 
pressing the unlawful speculations in the 
pubiic lands and in fully developing the 
facts in many extensive and flagrant 
frauds. Considerable space is devoted 
to a resume of some of the work done 
and the great benefits accomplished 
through this agency. It is further sup­ 
plemented by reports from the local 
officers touching the same subject re­ 
sponsive to a circular letter addressed 
them the Commissioner June 6, 1888. 
Their reports cover thirty pages, and 
among them may be found many good 
points and timely suggestions.—[National 
Domain.

A SCIEN TIFIC CALCULATION. 


T h o u g h t s S u g g e s t e d b y L i s t e n i n g 
t o a P i e c e o f ltlu« ic . 
In the course of a lecture in connec­ 
tion with the London Society for the Ex 
tension of Universal Teaching, at the 
Mansion House on Saturday, Sir Jam es 
Paget said science would supply the 
natural life of man with wonders un­ 
counted. 
He remembered once hearing 
Mile. Janotha play a presto by Mendels­ 
sohn, and he counted the notes and 
the time occupied. 
She played 5,595 
notes 
in 
four 
minutes and three 
seconds. 
It 
seemed 
startling, 
but 
let them look at it in the fair amount 
of its wonder. 
Every one of those notes 
involved certain movements of the finger, 
at least two, and many of them involved 
an additional movement laterally as well 
as those up and down. 
They also in­ 
volved repeated movements of the wrists, 
elbowB and arms, altogether probably 
not less than one movement for each 
note. 
Therefore there 
were three 
distinct 
movements 
for each note. 
As there were twenty-four notes per 
second, and each of these notes involved 
three distinct musical movements, that 
amounted to seventy-two movements in 
each second. Moreover, each of those 
notes was determined by the will to a 
chosen place, with a certain force, at a 
certain time, and with a certain duration. 
Therefore, there were four distinct quali­ 
ties in each of the seventy-two move­ 
ments in each second. Such were the 
transmissions outward. 
And all those were conditional on con­ 
sciousness of the position of each hand 
and each finger before it was moved, 
and while moving it, the sound of each 
note and the force of each touch. There­ 
fore there were three conscious sensa­ 
tions for every note. There were seventy- 
two transmissions per second, 144 to and 
fro, and those with constant change of 
quality. Let them imagine it in tele­ 
graph wires. 
And then, added to 
that, 
all 
the 
time 
the 
memory 
was remembering each note in its 
due time and place, and was exercised 
in the comparison of it with others that 
came before. 
So that it would be fair to 
say that there were not less than 260 
transmissions of nerve force to and from 
the brain outward and inward everv 
second, and during the w hob of tha't 
time judgment was lieing exercised as to 
whether the music was being played 
worse or better than before, and the 
mind was conscious of some of the 
emotions which the music was intended 
to impress.—[St. Jam es Gazette.

The C anadian W rests th e A m erican 
C ham pionship from Teem er. 
G eneral Notes.

W a s h in g t o n , November 2 4 .— W illiam 
J. O’Connor, the Canadian oarsm an, de­ 
feated John Teemer, of M cKeesport, Pa., 
the holder of the title of Champion Oars­ 
man of America, this afternoon, in a 
three-mile race on the Potomac river 
opposite W ashington, for the champion­ 
ship of America and a stake of $ 2 ,5 0 0 
side. O’Connor rowed in splendid form 
and led from the start to the finish, 
Teemer at no time being able to overtake 
him. O’Connor will now go to Australia 
and battle with Searle for the champion 
hip of the world. 
The course selected was three miles 
with a turn. 
When the time for the 
race, 3:30 o’clock, arrived, the coal 
dums, gas works, wharves and boat 
houses were lined with people, fully 
10,000 persons being spectators from on 
shore, while many others occupied seats 
on small river craft. The spectators 
shivered in the chilly, raw air, while the 
preliminaries were being arranged. Bet­ 
ting became quite lively just before the 
race, and considerable money changed 
hands, the O’Connor men first betting 
even and then giviDg odds of five to four, 
and when no taker could be found offered 
five to three on tiieir man.

Keesport sculler, who pulled about two 
strokes faster. 
At the half mile, the 
Cana Uan had a length of clear water be­ 
tween him and liis competitor, and 
slowed down his stroke to thirty-two to 
the minute. 
At the mile he held his lead, but he 
was out of his course and lost some dis­ 
tance, so at the turn he w h s only a length 
ahead. 
Rounding the buoy, O’Connor 
put on a spurt and ttith a long and pow­ 
erful pull of thirty-two to the minute, he 
gained rapidly on Teemer, and dropping 
his stroke to twenty-eight, was a good 
three lengths in the lead. 
When two miles of the course had 
been gone over, the Canadian sculler 
was fresh and every stroke seemed full 
of power, while Teemer, though pulling 
thirty-two to O’Conner’s twenty-eight, 
moved ahead slowly and seemed in 
labor. 
From this point on O'Conner in­ 
creased his lead, and slowing up towards 
the finish line, he crossed it the winner, 
about ten lengths ahead of Teemer. 
The winner’s time was twenty minutes 
nd 
thirty-three 
Eeconds. Teemer’s 
time w u b not taken but was estim ated to 
be twenty-five seconds slower. 
O'Connor pulled over to the referee’s 
boat and inquired if everything was all 
right. 
Elder told him it was and that he 
had won. 
He paddled quietly off to liis 
boathouse without a word. 
His backers, 
however, were jubilant, and loudly gave 
vent to their feelings. 
Joseph Rogers, 
of Toronto, the backer of O’Connor, said 
as soon as the race was over, he now 
proposed to go to Australia and wrest 
he world’s championship from Searle. 
O’Connor was trained by George Lee, 
and Teemer by Albert Hamm. 


T H E C H A M P IO N ’S B IO G R A P H Y . 
Wm. J . O’Connor, who by to-day’s 
race becomes the champion oarsman of 
Ameiica, was born in Toronto, Canada, 
about twenty-five years ago, and first 
came into prominence in 1882, as a 
member of the Don Amateur Rowing 
Club of Toronto. 
In 1885 he won the 
senior single scull championship at 
Hamilton, Ont., having a short time be­ 
fore with his partner, Enright, won 
the championship 
for 
the 
double, 
from the Lang brothers. 
He be­ 
came a professional oarsman in 1885 by 
challenging Ritz, of Pittsburg, to race 
for $1,000 a side, but the latter declined 
to row. 
In 1887 he defeated Albert 
Hamm, but in his next race at Buffalo 
his boat was swamped and he only took 
third place, H anlan winning. 
In March 
of this yeai he defeated Peterson, the 
Pacific Slope champion, at San Fran­ 
cisco, and subsequently met and de­ 
feated George Lee, Gaudaur and other 
good men. 
He is 5 feet 10 inches in 
Height, and weighed 10." pounds to-day.

Samoa. 


T S * WAK WAGED W ITH VIOOB 


Bish -Handed Conduct of the G erm an 
A u th o rities—A m ericans and 
B rito n s In su lted .

8 ají F r a n c isc o , November 2 4 .— The 
s im m e r 
Mariposa, from Sydney and 
Auckland, has arrived here. The cor- 
ampor.dent of the Associated Press at 
Apia. Samoa, writes as follows under 


émto o f November (>th : 
MATTERS GROWING WORSE. 
“ Matters are daily growing worse in 
8*mcva 
instead 
of 
improving. The 
American, British and German consul­ 
ates are guarded by platoons of marines 
from 
the men-of-war Adams, 
Lizard 
and 
Adler 
respectively. The build­ 
ings 
are 
all 
fortified 
by sand- 
hags, placed on all 6ides to a height of 
three or fonr feet. The marines carry 
leaded muskets and all persons ap­ 
proaching at night are halted before 
they can enter the buildings. This state 
«Í affairs went into operation October 
M th, and was caused by the acts of the 
Germans, whose attitude toward the 
Americans and English as well as to 
ward the natives is becoming unendur­ 
able. 
A patrol of three arm ed sailors from 
tbe German man-of-war Adler travels 
the Ftreets of Apia with loaded muskets 
■ad fixed bayonets every night. 
A few 
nights ago the patrol met two English 
gentlemen on the main street, when one 
German 
sailor, without provocation. 
Struck Mr. Ritchie, one of the English­ 
men, a heavy blow in the face, knocking 
him down. The Englishm en, who were 
naanned, did not resent the blow, but 
Mr. Ritchie reported the affair to the 
British consul. Captain Logan Chap 
ptll*. of the British man-of-war Lizard. 
heard of the occurrence and visited the 
British eonsul for the purpose of deter 
mining what steps should be taken in 
the matter. The affair is still under 
•nsideration. 
Ol'TRAGES AGAINST AMERICANS. 
During the early part of November the 
Germans in Samoa threatened to deport 
MHiie Americans who opposed their pm- 
««dings. 
Among 
these was H . T. 
Moors, an American citizen and the 
lirgest 
m erchant 
in 
Apia. 
While 
Huneeese, the rebel kiDg, who is the tool 
af the Germans, was besieged in Mu- 
linun Point, near Apia, some of his 
warriors entered the house of an Ameri­ 
can named Scanlan, drove him and his 
family out of the house, killed his live 
stock and threatened to take 8canlan’e 
Efe. 
This was done within 150 yards of a 
fort erected by the Germans on Mulinun 
Point and in full view of the German 
Harrison ; but the latter made no efforts 
to stop the proceedings. The natives 
repeated the performance a few days 
later, whereupon Captain Sears, of the 
United States man-of-war Adams, con­ 
veyed such a positive communication to 
the captain of the German man-of-war 
and German Consul as caused them to 
restrain the natives, for the time beiDg, 
from further acts of violence. The three 
years’ cruise of the Adams expired two 
months ago, but such was the serious 
condition of affairs that Cap'ain Sears 
decided to remain here until relieved by 
the man-of-war Nipeic from Callao. 
THE BRITISH LION AROl'SED. 
October 10th a boat-load of Tamasese’s 
men fired into a large boat filled with 
Matoafa’s men, who were peaceably pad­ 
dling up the harbor unarm ed. 
None of 
HJbsm were bit. but a num ber of native 
houses aud one English house were hit 
bv bullets, which flew across the main 
* reet. 
As 
a 
result 
of 
this 
Admiral 
Fairfax, 
of 
the English 
man-of-war 
Calliope, 
which 
was 
h e re at the time, sent word to Tamasese 
t h a t he had left orders with the captain 
of the English man-of-war Lizard, that in 
c a se the proceedings were repeated, the 
lizard should fire into Tamasese’s boats. 
Tamesese is now encamped with his 
followers, 1,700 in number, at Salnatafa, 
about twelve miles from Apia. 
He lias 
bcilt forts and rifle pits, and is awaiting 
Matoafa’s men, it having been under­ 
stood on both sides that a battle would 
take place earlv in November. Matoafa’s 
■sen number 6,000 picked warriors. Both 
aides are arm ed with repeating rifles. 
Matoafa has received large detachments 
from Savaii. one of the Samoan group. 
MATOAFA’S ARMY. 
Yesterday (the 5th) Matoafa’s army 
took up its march on the forts and Salua- 
lafa. All day natives were moving out 
from Apia, where they had been en­ 
camped. 
Some of the men carried two 
repeating rifles while all had one apiece. 
Yesterday and to-day, war canoes, some 
holding a hundred men, have been com­ 
ing into Apia harbor. They pass a short 
distance from the AdamB and the sight 
is a magnificent one, all the warriors 
singing battle songs as they go by, each 
wearing the white head dress of the 
Matoafa and keeping time to the beat 
of the paddles. They are all men nearly 
six feet in height and have fine physical 
development. 
It is reported that German Vice-Consul 
Brandt, who is an ex-German artillery 
officer, and two other G ermans went to 
Tamasese’s fort, at Saluatafa, October 
18th and gave him several hundred rifles 
and several thousand cartridges and a 
barrel of dynamite. 
October 24th sailors from the man-of- 
war Adler fired into a boatload of Ma­ 
toafa’s men who were paddling along to 
Apia. 
None were hit. 
Soon after the 
G ermans fired a volley into eeveral for­ 
eigners houses. 
AN INDIGNATION MEETING. 
A public indignation meeting was held 
and as a result United States Consul 
Black lock and the British Consul re­ 
quested the captains of the respective 
men-of-war to fortify the consulates, so 
that a place of refnge m ight be offered 
the foreigners in case of an emergency. 
The United States Consul posted a notice 
stating that precautions had been taken 
to p’O'ect Americans from further out­ 
rages by the Germans. _ 
, . 
The Americans in Apia complain that 
tbe United 
States 
Government haR 
neglected to offer them the protection to 
which they are entitled, though Captain 
Sears, of the Adams, has done every­ 
thing 
poesible to protect 
American 
interests. 
The Oceanic steam er Mariposa leaves 
here to-day and a great 
battle 
at 
Salnatafa is expected to occur hourly. 
Rockets were seen ascending from tbe 
vicinity of Tamasese’s Fort at a late hour 
last night. 
The United 8tates man-of- 
war Nipsic is expected here daily from 
Callao. 
8he will relieve the Adams and 
0ie latter vessel will sail at once for San 
Francisco.

inflam m atory action of any kind in the nose 
speedily extends itself to the throat. 
From 
he ihr. ai each breath we draw carries the 
Irritation onw ard and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are Involved th e sup­ 
ply of air to th e lungs becomes gradually dt- 
iniuishcd, tuberoules m ay form and bronchitis 
end in consum ption. 
"Sore th ro at" is the 
popular term used iu speaking of throat dis 
easts, differing widely from each eth er in 
th eir nature an d treatm ent. 
The th ro at com prises th e whole space from 
th e posterior nares down to the entrance into 
toe w indpipe aud gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lin in g the thront, th e m ucous foillcles or little 
glands, w hich iu h ealth , secrete the lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, th e u v u la or nodulos part which 
hangs down from th e curtain oi th e palate and 
th e tonsils. 
ACUTE o r. SIM PLE SORE THROAT. 
The m ost sim ple form of throat disease is 
inllam m a.ion of th e m ucous m em brane, re- 
■ lining from recen t cold. 
It is most prevalent 
in cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a ronghncss in tn e throat, w ith » s ig h t pain 
and sw elling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
an a the to rg u e is slightly coated with white 
fur. 
W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on the back of th e 
th ro at aud about the root of th e tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, th em aphthous pointB disap­ 
pear at. th e end of th ree or four dayB, out when 
m ore severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulc-rs. 
When th e acute inflam m ation is not 
e n tire ly rem oved it is likely to degeneato into 
a chronic form , and gradually develop w hat is 
called g ran u lar aiscasc, or it m ay end in au 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of the tonsils and elongation of 
the uvula. 
CHRONIC 80R E THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of th e th io t 
and üo ir, ut-ually begins w ith a severe cold, 
►■nd is alm ost always attended w ith n hoarse­ 
ness. It is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down aud fixing 
itself upon th e delicate organism of this part, 
ami thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
the lungs. W hen it occurs as a conseqneuce of 
catarrn or sore throat, the sym ptom s are com- 
parat.vcly m ild. T here may be pain bat it is 
m ore com m on to find only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sem ation as of "som ething sticking th ere,” to 
get rid ol which they keep up a rasping effort 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
more or less affected, being rough iu ih e early 
Btaee. out m ore feeble after tne disease is fully 
established. There is often a slight tenderness 
over th at promiu«>ucu of th e neck know n a* the 
“ Apple of A dam ” (Fom nm Adam ), a heat and 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty In swallowing. 
The causes w hich produoe this form of dis­ 
ease are various, it arises in clergym en aud 
public speakers and others from tooviole.it 
use of tn e voice. The vocal cords become ex ­ 
hausted un<l lose th eir tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritatin g m utters In the 
air are liable to ba draw n luto tho windpipe 
aud produce in i tut Ion. It is u o :e often a 
mero sequel to sore throat, th e inflam m ation 
extending down to th e larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause it arises it -is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic- form 
threatens th e com plete destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends until it h as involved 
th e luugs In disease. Every Blight cold, every 
change In the w eather, every night of dust, 
feeds the irritatio n and Increases the inveter­ 
acy of its h<Jld. 
On th e o ther h aud chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs us a sequel of consum ption, 
and Is produced, or at least very mucb ngg'a- 
vated. by th e irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O crurilcg as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it ts one of the m ost distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds gn-stly to th e patient’s distress, 
lu th is form there is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal «‘herds, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upward. These nlcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous and cellu­ 
lar membranoB, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not in frequcutly attack th e ligam ents acd 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at of the lungs, and dependent upon it. we 
cau only hope to effect a care by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its canse, aud tnese we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
und er the head of "C onsum ption.” 
Iu addition 
to 
Inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx la liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths a^ d to 
polipl. 
U nder the 
action of loug continued Irritation th e vocal 
cords becom e thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky au d in d istin c t 
And again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice from palsy of the 
cordB, co n stitu tin g an affection known to the 
physicians by the term of "A phonia.” Unless 
th e rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It ia 
for this reason th at judicious in h ala ions are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute infiam m auou 01 the tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office is to 
«ecrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
th ro at m o ist 
There are pertous who suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, with an 
attack 6Í acute inflam m ation of these glands 
The trouble beglus w ith a slight soreness and 
sw elling, w hich gradually increases uu til the 
act of sw allow ing is attended w ith great B u ffer­ 
ing. 
Those glands are som etimes affected by a 
chronic inflam m ation, aud are found enlarged 
au d very m uch Hardened 
In such cases they 
secrete a th in , 
unhealthy, irrltttiu g fluid, 
w hich la spread over th e throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. Iu the throats of m auy young 
persons these glauds are perm anently so large 
as to ren d er respiration exceeding!'- difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children thus 
nffécted often occasions contraction of the 
chest, aud lays th e foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The em tacb ian tubes (the m ouths of 
w hich are ju st above th e palate) are often in ­ 
flamed, an d partial deafness is the result. 
Many p atien ts suflVrlug from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer from depression 
of spirits. 
So often docs tnis sym ptom present 
itself th a t it may alm ost be regarded as one of 
th e peculiar lies. Persons th u s afflicted have 
usually th e dark an d dingy 100k of the face 
w hich denotes functional derangem eut of the 
liver. They arc frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypocnrondriacal. Irritable and often ex­ 
hausted from o ther causes, in com bination 
w ith th is disease. 


GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
Is the m ost serious torm 0 1 
ut disease. It is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations oi various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and earning It to appear rough 
and uneven. 
Sometim es these granulatio: s 
appear in pate.'jes, bnt generally they are regu­ 
lar and dU tfnct. 
W hen allowed to progress the 
m ucous follicles of th e larynx soon become iu- 
volved, and then we have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a huskiness of th e voice in speaking 
or reading aloud, with a frequent effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, bluinh- 
colored m ucous is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
granular sore th ro at is very easy. The patient, 
becom es conscious of vexatious titiliation, pro­ 
ducing a de-ire to cl«jar the throat several tim es 
during th e coarse of th e day. He may not no­ 
tice tn is him self, but it is. nevertheless, <>b 
served by his friends. Home m onths later this 
disposition is fouud to have Increased, and to 
be attended w ith an occasional deaire to swal­ 
low, the p atien t—to use his own words—feeling 
som ething sticking In his th ro a t
